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September  15.  1971  marked  another 
milestone  in  the  history  of  St.  Andrew's 
College  with  the  official  opening  of 
McLaughlin  Hall,  the  magnificient  new 
Science  building,  and  the  expanded  Lib- 
rary. Honoured  guests  at  the  cere- 
monies were  Mrs.  Churchill  Mann, 
daughter  of  Colonel  R.  S.  McLaughlin 
who  gave  the  building  to  the  School, 
and  Mr.  J.  K..  Macdonald  whose  gener- 
ous gift  made  possible  the  enlarged  and 
renovated  Library.  A  large  gathering 
of  parents.  Old  Boys  and  friends  were 
on  hand  for  the  occasion. 

St.  Andrew's  newest  classroom  build- 
ing is  the  finest  science  building  in  any 
independent  school  in  Canada.  It  has 
been  carefully  designed  to  provide  max- 
imum utility  combined  with  ample 
space  for  laboratory  work.  In  it  are 
housed  geography.  biology,  general 
science,  physics  and  chemistry.  A  par- 
ticularly useful  feature  is  the  76  person 
lecture  theatre  which,  while  it  is  de- 
signed as  a  science  demonstration  the- 
atre, was  also  built  with  the  thought  that 
it  would  prove  an  asset  to  the  entire 
school,  and  already  this  has  been  the 
case. 

One  of  the  special  features  of  the 
building  has  been  the  provision  of  26 
two-boy  cubicles  intended  for  individual 
student  work,  and  we  anticipate  that 
these  will  be  in  high  demand  in  the 
weeks  and  months  to  come.  A  dark 
room  for  work  by  senior  photographers 
is  included  in  the  building.  The  spacious 
corridors  are  provided  with  spotlighted 
bulletin  display  areas.  Of  particular 
interest  in  the  South  stair-well  is  a 
Foucault  pendulum  which  will  serve  as 
a  constant  demonstration  of  the  rota- 
tion of  the  earth  and  some  of  the  other 
laws  of  physics.  The  pendulum  was 
presented  to  the  School  by  an  Old  Boy. 
Dr.  M.  Campbell  Dobbin  and  Mrs. 
Dobbin  in  memory  of  their  son  Peter 
who  also  attended  St.  Andrew's.  To 
the  best  of  our  knowledge  the  pendulum 
is  only  the  second  one  in  Canada,  the 
other  being  at  Queen's  University,  so 
St.    Andrew's    is    extremely   proud    of    it. 

To  those  Old  Boys  who  recall  sitting 
in  the  old  chemistry  lab  perched  on  a 
stool  for  lecture  periods,  the  lecture 
classrooms  attached  to  each  laboratory 
will  represent  a  real  improvement.  Bright 
colours  prevail  throughout  the  building 
-  with  purple  and  orange  giving  a  pleas- 
ing, if  startling,  colour  combination  in 
the  corridors.  These  are  complement- 
ed by  blues  and  purples  combined  with 
varying  tones  of  yellow  in  the  labs  and 
preparation  rooms.  The  preparation 
rooms  themselves  separate  the  pans  ol 
labs  and  help  greatly  to  reduce  the 
clutter  which  unfortunately  had  to  be 
a  feature  in  the  old  science  facilities. 
A  small  greenhouse  on  the  second  floor, 
together  with  a  resource  centre  and  two 
offices    complete    the    interior    layout. 

The  building  itself  is  built  on  modern 
lines  but  with  brick  which  blends  very 
nicely  with  our  older  architecture.  A 
glass  enclosed  walkway  extends  across 
the  front  of  the  building  at  ground  level. 
A  circular  forecourt  surrounded  by  a 
grass  embankment  makes  a  most  at- 
tractive approach  to  the  building,  and 
has  brought  into  prominence  an  area  of 
the  School  which  in  the  past  was  often 
overlooked. 

The  enlarged  Library  has  actually 
been  in  use  since  March  of  this  yeal 
and  greatly  increased  utilization  and 
interest    by    students    is    already    evident. 
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Mrs.    Mann    and     Mr.     Macdonald    with     Mr.    Coulter    admiring    the    plaque    just 
unveiled    at   the   opening.

Jazz  Treat  at  S.A.C. 


Students  and  staff,  and  a  few  lucky 
parents  who  happened  to  visit  S.A.C. 
that  Sunday  afternoon,  had  the  rare  and 
exciting  experience  of  hearing  and  see- 
ing "The  World's  Greatest  Jazz  Band" 
in  the  Ketchum  Auditorium  last  March 
8th.  The  band  was  playing  an  engage- 
ment in  Toronto  the  previous  week 
when  the  Headmaster  received  a  tele- 
phone call  from  Barker  Hickox.  an  Old 
Boy  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  enquiring 
whether  the  School  would  like  to  have 
the  group  for  a  special  concert  the  fol- 
lowing Sunday.  It  turned  out  that 
Bark  is  one  of  the  band's  sponsors. 
Needless  to  say  the  answer  was  an  im- 
mediate affirmative!  Arrangements  were 
hastily  made  to  pick  up  the  members  of 
the  group  in  Toronto,  drive  to  Aurora 
and  take  them  to  the  airport  immediat- 
ely following  the  performance,  all  this 
on   their   only  day  off! 

For  two  hours  the  jam  packed  aud- 
itorium was  treated  to  the  jazz  thrill  of 
a  lifetime.

Both 
were   superb. 

At  the  conclusion  the  students  gave 
the  band  a  roaring  standing  ovation, 
proving  that  good  jazz  music  is  ap- 
preciated as  much  by  young  people  to- 
day  as  by   their   elders. 


WILLIAM    GRANT    THOM 

St.  Andrew's  College,  and  the  in- 
dependent schools  collectively,  lost  one 
of  their  most  ardent  champions  in  the 
untimely  death  of  William  Grant  Thorn 
on  June  19.  1971.  Bill  was  a  greatly 
respected  member  of  our  Board  of 
Governors,  and  formerly  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  Crescent 
School  and  Chairman  of  the  Council  of 
Bishop  Strachan  School.  That  kind  of 
experience  is  difficult  to  replace,  and  his 
work  on  behalf  of  the  S.A.C.  Found- 
ation   will    be    particularly    missed. 

Born  and  brought  up  in  Toronto,  he 
joined  National  Trust  Company  in  1934 
and  spent  his  entire  business  career  with 
that  Company.  advancing  steadily 
through  several  departments  to  become 
Vice  President  in  1966.  He  enlisted 
with  the  Royal  Regiment  of  Canada  in 
1940  and  served  overseas  from  1941 
to   1946. 

In  addition  to  his  keen  interest  in  the 
independent  schools.  Bill  was  very  ac- 
tive in  other  community  organizations 
having  served  as  Vice  President  and 
Director  of  the  Canadian  Cancer  So- 
ciety, Chairman  of  the  Crippled  Child- 
ren's Centre.  Trustee  of  Women's  Col- 
lege Hospital,  Director  of  the  Toronto 
Symphony,  and  member  of  the  Bishop's 
Men.    Anglican    Diocese    of   Toronto. 

To  his  wife  Anna  Jane  and  his  se\  en 
children,  three  of  whom  are  Old  Boys 
of  St.  Andrew's,  we  extend  the  sincere 
sympathy  of  everyone  connected  with 
the  School  who  were  privileged  to 
know    Bill    Thorn.

All  told  951  individuals  accounted  for 
2807  books  of  tickets  sold.
